"In progress" ("En cows*' in French): the next due dais of the maintenance fee was not 
reminded to the client, 

"Reminded" ("Re lance" in French): (lie next due date was reminded to the client within 
the normal period or within the extra period {of six months with surcharge). 

"To be paid" ("A payer*' in French): The payment instructions from the client were 
received and entered. 

"Payment" ("Pnye" in French): The payment order of the maintenance fee to the office 
or the correspondent (DENNEMEYER) was made, but the invoice was not established. 

"invoiced** ("Ftictttre" in French): The invoice of the maintenance fee was created, but 
the payment order to the office or the correspondent is not made. 

"Processed" CTraUi* in French): The payment order and the invoice were made. 
Because of the state "Processed", the next maintenance fee of the patent application or foreign 
patent passed to the state "in progress" with its own due date. 

There were two procedures of maintenance fee payment in Lola: a "manual" procedure 
and an "automatic" procedure. 

in the manual payment procedure of a maintenance fee, the previous states were 
successively accessible, or according to a different order. For example, the user could decide 
to invoice leading to die transition from 'To be paid" lo "Invoiced", belbre enabling the 
payment order of the maintenance fee to the office or the correspondent, resulting in the 

transition from "invoiced" to "Processed". 

i used the manual payment procedure to familiarize myself with the Lola commands and 
screens up to towards July-August 2006 after the data migration from MisCab to Lola, and to 
verify or modify data as well as to pay and to invoice one or a few maintenance tees, I had dte 
possibility to request the states of the maintenance fees for example as a function of 
particulars on a patent application or foreign patent, as the client (owner) and/or the country, 
and/or a period of due dates as a month or a week. 

The automatic payment procedure of a maintenance fee included successively the three 
states in the following order: "Reminded", "To be paid" and "Processed". 1 used the automatic 
payment procedure for groups of patent applications and foreign patents, e.g. all the 
applications and patents of a predetermined client or a application and patent family (same 
portion of internal reference, or claiming a common date of priority) having due dates within 
a predetermined period as a month. On a displayed table of maintenance fees with the state 
"Reminded" that I had requested for a due date period and/or a client and/or a application and 
patent family for example, I entered a date of payment instruction from a client common to 
maintenance fees and I marked maintenance fees to be paid in correspondence to received 
payment instructions, in the requested table. The state of the marked maintenance fees 
changed from "Reminded" to "To be paid". After having stored one or more operations with 
different dates of payment instructions from one or more clients, I requested the automatic 
payment procedure immediately, or rarely at a subsequent date, and entered a date of invoice 
as the current date, or sometimes another date, i launched the automatic payment procedure 
that carried forward the state of the marked maintenance fees from "To be paid" to 
"Processed". Lola processed all the maintenance fees at the state "To be paid", stored the date 
of" automatic processing execution as a date of the payment order to the office or the 
correspondent (DENNEMEYER), and created the WORD flies of the invoices with the 
entered date. For a patent application or a patent, the maintenance fee succeeding to a 
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"Processed" maintenance fee was then accessible with the state "In progress" and its own due 
date. 

T he automatic payment procedure gave me a first table called as a monthly journal of 
reminders on order ("Ji Rl mensueties s/ordre" in French), and a second table called as a 
journal of payment orders ("Journal des Ordrcs dc Paiernents" in French). The bottom of the 
pages of a journal Indicated the date and the time of the generation of the journal requested 
from the administrator/user to Lola (in French "Demande" par admin, fe" day/month/year hour 
: minutes). 

The journal of reminders included the maintenance fees having the state "Reminded" 
and due dates within a predetermined month. Irs the journal of reminders (e.g. 09/28/2006, 
1 l/l 6/2006; Exhibits Dtl, D18>, the maintenance fees are classified according to the client 
(party for invoking), •lien the country, Each maintenance fee on a line of the journal of 
reminders was defined by the country ("Pays" in French), the number of patent application or 
patent ("A'" J brevet" in French), the dale of filing (day/monih/year; "Date brevet" in French), 
the due date (day/month/year; "Echvauce" in French), the number of the maintenance fee 
("Q(" in French), the amount including all taxes {"Monhmt J7C" in French), the 
correspondent (DENNEMEYER) for a foreign patent application or foreign patent and the 
Lola designation of the client having given me payment instruction {"Kxecut DOAmtttite" in 
French), i referred to this updated journal for verifying data after having entering a date of 
payment instruction (state changed to "To be paid") and for supervising the maintenance fees 
free of payment instruction (state "Reminded") and. If necessary, for making another reminder 
without or with surcharge (extra fee). 

The journal of payment orders only resulted from the automatic payment procedure. It 
included the processed maintenance fees for which I had recently transmitted or I had to 
transmit within the next few days the payment order to the office or the correspondent 
(DENNEMEYER) and for which Lola created invoices, in the journal of payment (e.g. 
08/22/06, 09/20/06, i 0/23/06; Exhibits D4, D7, D12), as in the journal of reminders, the 
maintenance fees were classified according to the client (party for invoicing), then the 
country. Each maintenance tec on a line of the journal of payment orders is defined by die 
country {''Am" in French), the number of patent application or patent CAP brevet" in 
French), the date of filing (day /month/year; "Date brevet" in French), the due date 
(day/month/year; "Echeance" in French}, the number of the maintenance fee ("Qt" in French), 
the amount including all taxes ("Monhirtt TIT:" in French) and the Lola designation of the 
client having given the payment instruction ("DO Annuite" in French). I referred to this 
updated journal of payment orders to pay the maintenance fees at the French Patent. Office or 
the European Patent Office and to fill-out the monthly table of maintenance fee reminder from 
DENNEMEYER, to checking the invoicing and to edit letters of payment orders intended to 
DENNEMEYER and concerning maintenance fees not included a montb.lv reminder table 
from DENNEMEYER. 


MAINTENANCE PEP PAYMENT WITH LOLA IN MARTINET £ LAPQTJX 

i dealt with the maintenance fees always as a function of the due date month and the 
"country" of each patent application or each patent, I paid the maintenance fees of the French 
patent applications, the French patents and the European patent applications directly to the 
French and European patent offices, and the maintenance fees of the foreign patent 
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applications and the foreign patents to the tbreign patent offices through the correspondent 
DENNEMEYER {55 rue des Bruyeres, L-1274 Howald. LUXEMBOURG). Thus i separated 
the management arid the portfolios of the maintenance fees of the French patent applications, 
the French patents and the European patent applications, from the management and the 
portfolios of the maintenance tees of the foreign patent applications and the" foreign patents 
("foreign" means non French; in particular "foreign patents" also comprise national parts of 
European patents for states other than France, and "foreign patent applications" also comprise 
national patent applications filed in states other that France). At leatonce a month, i compared 
the monthly table of the maintenance fee reminder from DENNEMEYER to a monthly table 
(journal of reminders) derived by the software Lola. 

For the tbreign patent applications with first annual maintenance fees to he paid before 
the granting of the corresponding foreign patent (the majority of the applications), the 
assistants had a duty to store the particulars of the foreign patent application and 
DENNEMhVHR as a correspondent in tola and to transmit the particulars of the patent 
application to DENNEMEYER, when the assistant was sending the filed documents linked to 
the foreign patent application to the ownet.. 

For an issued foreign patent, not including a US patent, with maintenance fees, also 
called as renewal fees, only from or subsequent to the issue (e.g. a national patent issued' from 
an Eoiopean patent), the_assistants, or sometimes myself, had a'duty to transmit the particulars 
of the patent to DENNEMEYER when the assistant was sending the official patent to the 
owner. For an issued foreign patent, including a US patent, the assistants, or sometimes 
myseiL haa a duty also to store the particulars of the tbreign patent and to store 
DENNEMEYER as a correspondent in Lola, if is was not already done, before sending the 
official patent to the owner. 

For- the maintenance fees of US patents, every month I derived by means of Lola a list 
of the US patents having a maintenance fee, particularly a first maintenance tee. to be 
reminded and submitted it to a verification by Mr. LAPOUX before editing the reminders. 
Mr. LAPOUX compared the submitted list to a personal list updated as function of the US 
patent deeds forwarded to the ownets, I transmitted the particulars of the US patent to 
DENNEMEYER after having received payment instructions from the client/owner relating 
the payment of the first maintenance tee. 

in June and July 2006, Mr. LAPOUX and 1 adapted the monthly procedure of the 
maintenance fee payment to the functionalities of the new software Lola. 

Every month (e.g. M = September), from the 15th about, I performed the following 
tasks retating to maintenance fee .payment procedure with the aid of Lola. 

PI) Reminders ("hi progress" -> ''Reminded") 

By the ?0th of month M (September) about, requesting the monthiv reminder journal of 
the nkn.ttnmec kev d«e >n muuh \^ n i\c c m >e< i < e b% a> teas, -> -nonths from the due 
dates) and editing and transmitting the first payment reminders to the client? havm« the 
applications and patents mcluded in the journal . 

During one year from the data migration to Lola, i.e. up to July 2007, checking with the 
rwWm of tx ' ' W!1t;5 M tejj. September 2006), that each oavment ta&urton for a 
applications or patent {in force) in the portfolio of month M+2 of the preceding vear 
(November 2005} correspond to a reminder of maintenance fee due on month' M+2 
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(November 2006) of Use current year. This enabled to identity applications and patents in 
force that had not been transferred with a maintenance fee stale "hi progress" into Lola 

1*2) Achieved Reminders 

From the end of month M-J (August) up to the end of month M (September), checking 
with the aid of the associated journals of reminders that each remind letter for a due date in 
the month M (September) or MM (October) is associated with a payment or non-payment 
(abandonment) instruction; otherwise reminding the client by fax and/or phone. 

Towards the end of month M checking by means of the associated journal of reminders 
that each remind for a due date in the month M+2 (November) is associated with a payment 
or non-payment (abandonment) instruction; otherwise transmitting a second remind to (he 
clients by fax. 

P3) Reminders with surcharge 

Beginning the reminders with surcharge as soon as possible. 

By the 20th of month M (September .7006) about, requesting the journal of the 
maintenance fees with an extra period of 6 months ending in month M+4 (January) or M+5 
(February) if the reminders with surcharge have not been transmitted so before. Comparing 
with the reminders without response from the clients. Editing and transmitting reminders of 
maintenance fees with surcharge to the preceding clients. 

P4) Payment instructions from the clients/owners r Reminded" -> "Processed") 

P4.1) Replacing reminders in the portfolios respectively by the payment or 
abandonment instruction letters received from the owners during the current month VI. 

P4.2) Prior to the monthiy payment Lola procedure towards the 20-25vh of month M 
(September) about, entering ail the dates of the payment instructions and the dates of the 
abandonment instructions relating to French applications and patents and European 
applications and patents irrespective of the due dates. 

Priot to the monthly payment Lola procedure towards the 20-2 5th of month M 
(September) about, entering all the dates of the payment instructions and the dates of the

transmitted instructions. For applications and patents having maintenance fees associated to 
received payment instruction letters (and included in the journal of payment orders when 
edited) and not included in the DENNEMEYER reminder table, editing letters of payment 
orders to DENNEMEYER for the due maintenance fees of these applications and patents.

In the other words, i enabled never the change of a 
maintenance fee to be paid to the state "Processed'' in Lola without having transmitted the 
order of payment to DENNEMEYER at the latest during the few days (tip to the end current 
month about) succeeding the change of state {except for the period of test ofLola). Usually 
when \ had no time to deal entirely with the payment of a maintenance fee in Lola, firstly, 1 
sent the order of payment to DENNEMEYER. and secondly, after this step, in the next month 
still preceding the due date. I dealt with the payment of a maintenance fee in Lota. There was 
nothing contrary to the payment, steps in the procedure of MARTINET & LAPOUX, 

According to a first example, I transmitted two letters of payment orders of the. 
maintenance fees {Exhibit D25} relating to the 4 patents NACAM53 \ ES/DE, 50WS and 
5I8U on November 23. 2006 in continuity with the Lola processing of these 4 maintenance 
feefs on "November 21 and 22, 2006 {"Exhibits D20. 022). According to a second example, i 
transmitted a iettei of payment orders of the maintenance fees (Exhibit 027} relating to the 
three patents PASQU1NJ {DIV0I-12PCT BR/RO/NL) on November 28. 2006 in continuity 
with the Lola processing of these three maintenance fees on November 27. 2006. According 
to a third example, I transmhted a Iettei of payment order (Exhibit 027) relating to the fifth 
maintenance fee of Singapotean patent 98758 2O03/04539-O (O/Ref ONE001 iPCT/SG) on 
November 28, 200b in continuity with the Lota processing of this maintenance fee on 
November 21, 2006. According to a fourth example, I transmitted two letters of payment 
orders relating to the maintenance fees of the three patents DTV019QDE/ES/SE for SORTEC 
on October 2, 2006 (see above u6) in continuity with the Lola processing of these 
maintenance fee on September 18. 2006 (see above n4). 

In particular. 1 forwarded the orders to pay the maintenance fees of the four patents 
NACAM53 1 ES/DE, 509US find 5I8U on November 23, 2006 to DENNEMEYER (Exhibit 
D25), though these four maintenance fees did not appear in the DENNEMEYER reminder 
table for due dates; in December 2006 (Exhibit. D6) that 1 had fiiled-out and transmitted three 
weeks befote, at the end of October 2006 (Exhibits DO). To forward die orders of payment 1 
knew that on the one hand, Lola displayed the state "Reminded" of theses four maintenance 
fee to be paid, on the other hand, I had the letters of payment instructions (Exhibits DO, D9) 
from the client NACAM in my portfolio of due. dates in December 2006. 

Comparatively to US patent 6,577,403 {O/Ref: ONE0008US) of which the first 
maintenance fee did not appear also in the DENNEMEYER reminder table for due dates in 
December 2006. i could not follow up the previous steps at the end of November 2006 
because on the one hand, the first maintenance fee was passed to the state "Processed" and 
accordingly the next and second maintenance fee of US patent 6,577,403 were displayed as 
"In progress" after October 23, 2006. on the other hand, i had not the letter of payment 
instruction of July 3,200o from ONERA in my due date portfolio of December 2006. As 
already stated, I have not found the letter of payment instruction of July 3, 2006 in the 
archives of MARTINET & LAPOUX anci in particular in my portfolio of due dates in 
December 2006. 

Therefore because of the state "Processed" of the first maintenance fee of US patent 
6,577,403 and my work overload on October 2.3. 2006as well as the nonappearance of the 
letter of payment instruction of July 3. 2.006 in my portfolio of the clue dates in December
